Canadian Alliance MP 
Myron Thompson, fresh off a 
landslide nomination victory in 
Crossfield last weekend, is fac¬ 
ing several of the same challeng¬ 
ers in 2000 as he went up 
against in 1997. 

Thompson, a Sundre resi¬ 
dent, is running against NDP 
Anne Wilson, Liberal candidate 
Bryan Maloney and a Progres¬ 
sive Conservative candidate ex¬ 
pected to be acclaimed Oct. 25. 
Wilson, Maloney and 
Thompson all ran in Wild Rose 
in 1997. 

Canadians go to the polls on 
Monday Nov. 27. 

Thompson easily won Wild 
Rose in the 1997 federal elec¬ 
tion, taking 28,000 of 44,796 
votes cast. In Sundre and Olds, 
he won every poll in 1997. 
Thompson handily defeated 
challengers Ron Richardson 
and Alexander McLaren in Sat¬ 
urday’s Alliance nomination 
vote, garnering 83 per cent of 
the vote (see sidebar). 

In 2000, Thompson said he 
will run on his record as Indian 
Affairs critic, Deputy Justice 
critic and Solicitor General 
critic. He expects the Alliance 
to form the next government, 
he said. “I can hardly wait to 
return to Ottawa and begin 
cleaning up the mess left by the 
Liberals,” said Thompson. 

Cochrane resident Mr. 
Truper McBride is expected to 
be acclaimed as the PC candi¬ 
date on Wednesday, party offi¬ 
cials said Monday. 

Bryan Mahoney, a lawyer 
from Cochrane, was acclaimed 
as Liberal candidate last week. 
He said Wild Rose residents 
have been very badly served by 


Thompson over the past seven 
years. 

“I think the voters of Wild 
Rose deserve better,” said 
Mahoney. “We don’t need to be 
viewed as people who are intol¬ 
erant. We have a much wider 
diversity here than Mr. 
Thompson has had the rest of 
the county label us with.” 

“It’s time members in the rid¬ 
ing do something about that 
image that has been created by 
the Canadian Alliance profile. 
Maybe it’s time for the voters 
to rethink the popularity 
they’ve given to small ‘C’ con¬ 
servative parties. What has that 
got them but the image that we 
have in Alberta with the nation, 
particularly in Wild Rose, of 
cowboys, sort of a red-neck 
Billy-Bob image, and it’s not 
accurate.” 

Mahoney said he is standing 
on the record of the Chretien 
government over the past seven 
years. 

“The country is doing well. 
Interest rates are down, infla¬ 
tion is down, unemployment is 
down. I think the state of the 
country is very healthy,” he 
said. 

Wilson, a Canmore resident 
was also acclaimed as candidate 
for her party. She said health 
care will be her principal focus 
in 2000. 

Wilson slammed Alliance 
leader Stockwell Day for his 
part in formulating Alberta’s 
controversial Bill 11 when he 
was in the Klein cabinet. She 
said Canadians could expect 
two-tier health care under an 
Alliance government. 

Several Wild Rose candidate 
debates are expected to be held 
before the Nov. 27 vote.

According to Thompson, 
the Alliance is preparing to 
take over government rather 
than being on the defense as 
the opposition like last time. 

“The people need to take 
the country back from the 
politicians,” he said in an in¬ 
terview. During his victory cel¬ 
ebration Thompson expressed 
his gratitude to voters. 

“Aren’t the people of Wild 
Rose great? I am overwhelmed 
with the support,” he said. 

Out of 4,000 eligible voters, 
only 1,064 members voted, ac¬ 
cording to Caroline Staples, 
wife of Alexander McLaren. 
Staples is concerned about the 
voter apathy. 

Thompson says he is always 
disappointed with any turn 
out less than 100 per cent but 
he understands how hard it is 


for people to make it. 

Thompson thanked his sup¬ 
porters and fellow candidates. 

Challengers Ron 

Richardson and Alexander 
McLaren said they would sup¬ 
port Thompson in his bid to 
retain his seat in Wild Rose 
in the coming federal election. 

“I’m behind Myron 100 per 
cent,” Richardson said. 

“An old trooper needs 
young guys around him,” 
Thompson said during his 
speech. 

Richardson says he may 
run again in the future and 
that he knew it would take 
one time to learn about the 
process. 

Richardson will help Terry 
Hunt fund-raise while 
McLaren will be travelling to 
Toronto to campaign.

Albertans are being asked to 
be cautious if approached by 
direct selling home-security 
salespeople. 

Alberta Government Serv¬ 
ices, the department responsi¬ 
ble for consumer protection in 
the province, is investigating a 
number of consumer complaints 
in the area of door-to-door sales 
of home security equipment and 
security monitoring services. A 
number of consumers have been 
offered free home security equip¬ 
ment in exchange for a long¬ 
term commitment on monitor¬ 
ing contracts. 

Consumers are reminded that 
the direct sellers must be li¬ 
censed by the department and 
post a security. 

The business must specify a 
10-day cancellation right and 
outline contract requirements, 
including a description of the 
goods and services and price 
breakdown. 

Failure by a company to com¬ 
ply with license and cancella¬ 
tion provisions is an offence 
under the Fair Trading Act, 
which allows for a maximum 
fine of $100,000 and/or up to 
two years in jail. The Act also 
provides consumers with addi¬ 
tional cancellation rights in cer¬ 
tain circumstances. 

Albertans are also reminded 
of the following when it comes 
to ANY door-to-door salesper¬ 
son: 


• Ask for proof of a municipal 
and provincial license. 

• Get a written estimate. 

• Compare prices. 

• Make sure guarantees/war¬ 
ranties are in writing. 

• Be sure to get a signed 
invoice. 

A priority of Alberta Govern¬ 
ment Services is to make sure 
Albertans are aware there are 
rules and regulations in place to 
protect their consumer rights 
and that there is somewhere to 
turn to if they feel they’ve been 
victimized by an unethical op¬ 
erator. 

In 1999-2000, 1,600 investi¬ 
gations were completed result¬ 
ing in close to $400,000 being 
returned to Albertans.

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SWA lo become a 
commission in 
March 2001

Big changes are in store for the Mountain View Regional 
Solid Waste Authority (MVRSWA) come next spring. 

At the authority's last regular meeting, held Oct. 17, the 
group decided to change the status of the authority to that 
of a commission. 

The main difference between the two is that a commis¬ 
sion is an entity of its own, which can make decisions and 
borrow money, whereas an authority must have municipal 
support for all decisions and is not able to borrow funds. 

Each member of the authority was asked to discuss the 
decision with their respective councils, all of which sup¬ 
ported the idea of going with a commission. 

"I don't think we can operate in any other way than 
being a commission and that's the direction I’ve been 
given,” said Carstairs' Councillor Rick Blair. 

Joe Hensey, the Sundre representative, agreed. 

"A commission is more logical, more flexible and more 
workable," Hensey said. 

Didsbury representative Don Watt was a little con¬ 
cerned about the change. 

"If something is working we don't want to try and fix it," 
Watt said of Didsbury's point of view on the change. 

Blair questioned: "Do you think the last year has been 
a smooth one for the authority?" 

Watt said that his council's concern was over programs 
like the recycling depot in Didsbury and explained that the 
Town of Didsbury wants to ensure that the people em¬ 
ployed at the depot will continue to have jobs if a commis¬ 
sion is formed. 

The other members assured Watt that wouldn't be a 
concern, as they are not looking to eliminate the depot in 
Didsbury. 

Blair made a motion to proceed to form a commission, 
which would go into effect on March 1, 2001. 

This motion was passed unanimously. 

Now the authority is in the process of writing their 
bylaw, seeking municipal support and sending a letter to 
the provincial government informing them of the authori¬ 
ty's plans. 


Alberta farmers to 
see additional 
$233 million

Farmers all over the prov¬ 
ince will be reaping the ben¬ 
efits of $233 million in emer¬ 
gency support spending this 
fall. 

A recent announcement 
from Ty Lund, Minister of Ag¬ 
riculture, Food and Rural De¬ 
velopment, sees a new provin¬ 
cial agricultural assistance 
package being put into effect. 

Lund says that this an¬ 
nouncement is in response to 
another difficult year of ex¬ 
treme weather, continuous low 
commodity prices, growing in¬ 
put costs and the federal gov¬ 
ernment's refusal to provide 
equitable assistance in Alberta. 

"Farmers are being hit by 
continued income problems 
and the Alberta government is 
not prepared to let them slip 
through the cracks," said 
Lund. 

"I toured the province this 
summer artd fall and saw first 
hand the devastation facing 
the agricultural -community. 
More than 20 million acres 
were affected by drought, while 


other areas have faced un¬ 
timely rain and cutworm in¬ 
festation. Frost and a cool 
growing season have also re¬ 
duced yields and crop quality." 

This support package, 
which took effect immediately, 
will see: 

• An Alberta Farm Income 
Assistance Program (FIAP) 
supplement payment of $6 per 
acre for all cultivated acres. 
This is in addition to the $4.29 
paid in March. 

• A new pasture component 
to FIAP will pay $3 per acre on 
native pasture. 

• Beekeepers will be eligible 
for a payment under FIAP of 
$3 per registered colony in 
2000. 

• A disaster loan program - 
the Alberta Farm Income Dis¬ 
aster Loan - will provide low 
interest loans with payment 
deferral to eligible farming op¬ 
erations. 

• Advanced payments of up 
to 50% of estimated eligible 
payments under the Farm In¬ 
come Disaster Program (FIDP) 
for the 2000 crop year.

to this announcement, but 
now the Town has decided to 
upgrade the project to include 
space for a hall of fame and/or 
museum, more meeting rooms 
and a bigger square footage. 
To cover these new additions, 
the Town has decided to apply 
for $0.5 million or more. 

The deadline for the sec¬ 
ond-round of centennial fund¬ 
ing is March 31, 2001, so the 
Town will be sending in their 
application as soon as possi¬ 
ble. They are hoping to start 
the upgrades in the fall of 2001 
or spring of 2002. 

Also, MLA Richard Marz 
has been invited to meet with 
council next week to discuss 
the grant and his endorsement 
of the MPR project.

Too Utile, Too Late 

Liberal Mini-Budget Mean Massive Spending

Massive new Liberal spend¬ 
ing plans have left little room 
for meaningful tax relief or debt 
repayment. 

The Liberals are planning 
$52 billion in increased spend¬ 
ing compared to their last fiscal 
update in November, 1999. Only 
$23.4 billion of that is for health 
care. The rest is Liberal slush 
spending. 

The proposed tax cuts are a 
case of too little, too late. We 
could be doing a lot better. The 
new 26% rate is a fourth rate for 
a fourth-rate budget. Canadi¬ 
ans now have a clear choice. 
Should a big chunk of future 
surpluses be spent on new tax- 
and-spend programs or left in 
the pockets of working fami¬ 
lies? 

Even after today’s tax cuts, 
Canada’s personal income taxes 
will still be the highest in the 
G7. Only the Canadian Alli¬ 
ance’s Fair Tax Plan would 
deliver the largest tax relief in 
Canadian History. 

Under a Canadian Alliance 
plan a couple with two children, 
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and one parent working with a 
salary of $40,000 would pay $317 
less in year one and nearly 
$1,690 less in year five under a 
Canadian Alliance government 
than under the liberals. 

Mr. Martin refuses to make a 
legislated commitment to debt 
reduction, there is clearly no 
increase to the Contingency 


Reserve Fund. Future debt pay¬ 
ments will be at the mercy of a 
Cabinet which includes Jane 
Stewart, Sheila Copps and Brian 
Tobin. 

What we are advocating is a 
politician-proof legislated com¬ 
mitment to debt repayment of at 
least $6-billion a year, plus 75% 
of any unexpected surplus.

The money that Nthenge 
makes by selling his talents go 
to support his wife and seven 
children. 

Another example of this glo¬ 
bal support is Hoa Hong, who 
works for Mai Vietnamese 
Handicrafts. 

This group was started in Ho 
Chi Minh City to benefit street 
children, but now has over 160 
traditional artisans working for 
them. 

We can also look at Medea 
Ulysse, 39, who is a master 
craftsman in Haiti. He makes 
unique cut-metal sculptures by 
recycling old 50-gallon drums. 

He relys on his trade for sup¬ 
plemental income for his wife 
and children.

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Can you identify counterfeit bills in Canada? 

Once you know what to look 
for, it’s easy. The problem for 
most of us is that we’ve never 
encountered a counterfeit and 
may not. 

“There is counterfeiting, of 
course, but by international 
standards, it’s at low levels,” 
says Gilbert Marois, who spear¬ 
heads the Bank of Canada’s 
Currency Education program. 

In 1999, for example, over 
94,000 counterfeit bills, worth 
nearly $4.3 million, were passed 
in Canada. But that is out of a 
total of more than one billion 
bills in circulation at any given 
time, worth approximately $32 
billion. 

What little counterfeiting 
does occur can be more difficult 
to detect during the tourist and 
holiday seasons - high traffic 
periods for most businesses - 
and essentially in major urban 
centers across Canada, where 
counterfeit bills are most likely 
to surface. 

What can be done about it? 

Actually a lot. Often it’s a sim¬ 
ple matter of taking a second 
look at every bill that passes 
over the counter. 

“The problem,” adds Marois, 

“is that most of us don’t even 
give a first look at the money we 
take in.” 

Take the time. It’s a matter 
of a few seconds. And it could

• The portrait and over-all 
printing quality should be 
clean, clear and sharp. 

There’s another important 
action we should take if we 
suddenly find ourselves in pos¬ 
session of a counterfeit note. 
Most people don’t know what 
to do. 

So that there’s no misun¬ 
derstanding, you should re¬ 
tain the counterfeit bill given 
to you - if at all possible. 

Some businesses think that 
by including a counterfeit bill 
in the day’s deposit receipts, it 
will disappear into the bank¬ 
ing system without a trace. 
Not so. Your bank will detect 
it and charge you back. 

Nor is it a simple matter of 
rejecting the bill and giving it 
back to the customer - as some 
establishments do. 

If you do encounter a coun¬ 
terfeit bill, record details of 
the transaction, including a 
description of the individual 
who gave you the bill, ID used, 


save you money. What’s more, 
it can be done quietly and dis¬ 
creetly and without special 
equipment. 

The easiest way to stop coun¬ 
terfeiters dead in their tracks is 
having a knowledgeable, aware 
staff who can tell at a glance or 
a touch if there’s “something 
funny” about a bill they’ve been 
given. 

The Bank of Canada has set 
up a special Currency Educa¬ 
tion Team to deal with these 
concerns. It has only one man¬ 
date - to preserve the security 
and integrity of our money. 

They have developed a leaf¬ 
let, poster, sticker, reference 
card and training video for this 
purpose. You can order copies

This week I had a speaking date with The Calgary Oil 
Wives Association. The meeting was at The Blackfoot Inn 
and it was a fund-raiser with a Farmers Market theme.

“We’ve added to and changed a few things,” says Grace, “and 
our tour guides are just the best. Every tour is different,” she 
says, “so you can go through again and it’s altogether 
different.” About two dozen volunteers help out, and they 
could always use more. “Most are friends and neighbours,” 
says Grace, “but the high school kids are just fabulous with the 
little kids. Without them there’s no way we could do it.” The 
Haunted House is open from 6:30 - 11 p.m. on Tuesday, October 
31 st , Halloween night, and is completely wheelchair accessible. 
Hot chocolate and Halloween treats are served in the heated 
shop as well. As Grace says, “Parents should bring their kids 
and enjoy themselves, and have fun.” Be sure to dress warm 
and venture out to Didsbury’s Haunted House ... you’ll be in 
for a trick ... or treat!! 




Skydiving is for Everyone 

Four years ago a young girl from Turner Valley 
was involved in a car accident that changed her life. 

As a result of the accident, Quinn Page, now 19, was 
left paralyzed from the waist down. “I had to go 
through extensive rehab in hospital,” she says now, 
but she was determined to graduate with her peers 
and completed the last year and a half of high school 
in just one year. She has also taken time to share 
her story with other young people. “I started public 
speaking and have spoken at most of the schools in 
the Foothills School District as well as schools in 
Calgary,” says Quinn. “My topic is ‘Your Worse 
Nightmare, My Reality’, and I speak about drinking 
and driving, the risks, consequences, and making 
smart choices,” she adds. Now she can talk about 
grabbing all that life has to offer despite individual 

handicaps, and include sky diving as her testimonial. A couple of weeks ago, Quinn went to 
the Canadian Skydiving Centre just east of Didsbury and jumped ... 9500 feet to the ground! 
“I jumped tandem,” she says with just a hint of pride, “where you jump attached to somebody 
else. It’s the only way I can sky dive,” she adds, “but it was great!” Jumping tandem means 
you can jump from a higher elevation, free fall to about 5500 feet, then pull your own chute; 
it doesn’t open automatically for you. “I was terrified at first,” she says with a smile, “but 
once I went through the training, I was okay. Nervous, but confident. I felt very safe.” Quinn 
was part of a fundraising venture for AIDS programming in Calgary, and had sponsorship for 
her jump. Chuck HefTerman, Programmer for the ‘Reach for the Sky’ fundraiser, says about 
$2,500. was raised for the charity. “We had 15 new jumpers for the event,” he says. “Having 
a worthwhile cause provides a little extra motivation to jump.” For information on the 
fundraiser, please phone Chuck at 282-7864. Quinn attends Mount Royal College and is going 
into international marketing. She enjoys sports, especially swimming, as well as sky diving. 
She was also last year’s recipient of the YTV Achievement Award in the Terry Fox category, 
which honours the achievements of exceptional young Canadians, due in large part to her 
sheer determination and strength, and her desire to help others. Since the accident she says, 
“I’ve changed a lot. Walking just isn’t that important any more.” Maybe not, but skydiving 
is, and Quinn plans to return to Didsbury and the Canadian Sky Diving Centre as soon as she 
can for another jump.

Focus on 


the Family 

QUESTION: My 6-year-old has suddenly become sassy 
and disrespectful in her manner at home. She told me to 
“buzz off’ when I asked her to take out the trash, and she 
calls me names when she gets angry. I feel it is important 
to permit this emotional outlet, so I haven’t tried to 
suppress it. Do you agree? 

DR. DOBSON: I’m afraid I don’t. Your daughter is 
aware of her sudden defiance, and she’s waiting to see how 
far you will let her go. If you don’t discourage disrespect¬ 
ful behavior now, you can expect some wild experiences 
during the adolescent years to come. 

With regard to your concern about emotional ventila¬ 
tion, you are right in saying your daughter needs to 
express her anger. She should be free to say anything to 
you provided it is said in a respectful manner. It is 
acceptable to say, “I think you love my brother more than 
me,” or, “You weren’t fair with me, Mom.” 

There is a thin line between what is acceptable and 
unacceptable behavior at this point. The child’s expres¬ 
sion of strong frustration, even resentment and anger, 
should be encouraged if it exists. You certainly don’t want 
her to bottle it inside. 

On the other hand, you should not permit your daugh¬ 
ter to resorting to name-calling and open rebellion. “Mom, 
you hurt my feelings in front of my friends” is an accept¬ 
able statement. “You stupid idiot, why didn’t you shut up 
when my friends were here?” is obviously unacceptable. If 
the child’s viewpoint is approached rationally as de¬ 
scribed in the first statement, it would be wise for the 
mother to sit down and try to understand that viewpoint. 
She should be big enough to apologize to the child if she 
was wrong. 

If she feels she was right, however, she should calmly 
explain why she reacted as she did and tell the child how 
they can avoid a collision next time. It is possible to 
ventilate feelings without sacrificing parental respect, 
and the child should be taught how to do it. This commu¬ 
nicative tool will be very useful later in life, especially in 
a possible future marriage. 

QUESTION: My wife and I are keenly aware of how 
difficult it is to be good parents, and at times we feel very 
inadequate to do the job. How does a mom or dad know 
what’s best for a child from day to day? 

DR. DOBSON: The most dedicated parents go through 
times when they fear they aren’t responding properly to 
their children. 

They wonder if they’re overreacting or underreacting, 
being too strict or too lenient. They suspect that they’re 
making major mistakes that will haunt them later on. 
Fortunately, parents don’t have to do everything right. 
We all make thousands of little mistakes — and a few big 
ones — that we wish we could reverse. 

But somehow, most kids roll with these blunders and 
come out just fine anyway. Let me give you what I 
consider to be the key to good parenting. It is to learn how 
to get behind the eyes of your child, seeing what he sees 
and feeling what he feels. When you know his frame of 
mind, your response becomes obvious. 

For example, when he’s lonely, he needs your company. 
When he’s defiant, he needs your help in controlling 
impulses. When he’s afraid, he needs the security of your 
embrace. When he’s happy, he needs to share his laughter 
and joy with those he loves. 

Raising healthy children, then, is not so much a science 
as it is a highly developed art, and most of us have the 
natural intuitive faculties to learn it. 

Take the time to observe those kids who live in your 
house. If you tune in closely to what they say and do, the 
feelings behind those behaviors will soon become appar¬ 
ent. 

Then your reaction to what you’ve seen will lead to 
more confident parenthood.

Bus Safety Week 2000 

Communities across the province are taking part in this year’s 
School Bus Safety Week, part of the Alberta Infrastructure Traffic 
Safety Initiative’s Walk the Talk, Back to School Traffic Safety 
program. 

The theme of this year’s School Bus Safety Week is Great 
Escapes...What’s Your Exit? This week, Alberta’s school bus 
drivers, elementary school children, parents and motorists are 
learning essential school bus safety tips and are practicing emer¬ 
gency evacuation procedures. 

“Our school buses transport thousands and thousands of 
students to and from school everyday. It is vital that we all work 
together to keep our children safe,” said Infrastructure Minister 
Ed Stelmach. “One way to do this is for school bus drivers, children 
and motorists to be aware of the safety rules when travelling near 
a bus and to follow those rules.” 

School bus drivers across the province are helping students 
brush up on their safety skills by practicing the emergency 
evacuation procedures. Drivers park their buses on school prop¬ 
erty where students leave the bus in a mock emergency situation. 
The drills help students learn how to use all the emergency exits, 
where to find emergency equipment and how to call for help on a 
two-way radio. 

In addition to the materials distributed recently as part of the 
Walk the Talk, Back to School Traffic Safety program, a provincial 
poster contest is being sponsored by the Alberta Student Transpor¬ 
tation Advisory Council (ASTAC). 

“Alberta’s school buses are one of the safest means of travel 
available,” Alberta Student Transportation Advisory Council 
Chairman, Jim Meadahl said. “A cooperative effort from everyone 
is essential to maintaining an exceptional record.”

At this time, most of the CWB’s 
grain is being shipped out in 
vessels having capacities of be¬ 
tween 20,000 and 40,000 tonnes. 

Another factor affecting 
Churchill exports that can’t be 
so easily remedied is the length 
of the shipping season. To avoid 
hefty insurance surcharges lev¬ 
ied to cover the risk of ice dam¬ 
age to ships, Churchill’s tradi¬ 
tional shipping season begins 
July 23 and runs until October 
20. But Boucher said 
OmniTRAX is working with in¬ 
surer Lloyd’s of London to ex¬ 
tend the season from early July 
to mid-November. The mild 
weather of the past few years 
has allowed the port to open 
earlier, with the first ship for 
this year being loaded with CWB 
grain on July 11. He hopes to 
keep shipping until November

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Major farm income support package announced 


A new provincial agri¬ 
cultural assistance pack¬ 
age will provide an addi¬ 
tional $233 million in emer¬ 
gency support to Alberta’s 
farmers and ranchers this 
fall. 

“Farmers are being hit 
by continued income prob¬ 
lems and the Alberta gov¬ 
ernment is not prepared to 
let them slip through the 
cracks,” says Ty Lund, 
Minister, Alberta Agricul¬ 
ture, Food and Rural De¬ 
velopment. “These initia¬ 
tives, announced on Octo¬ 
ber 6, 2000, will provide 
immediate cash-flow assist¬ 
ance to Alberta farmers and 
ranchers.” 

The initiative package 
is in response to another 
difficult year of extreme 
weather, continuous low 
commodity prices, growing 
input costs and the federal 
government’s refusal to 
provide equitable assist¬ 
ance as in other prairie 
provinces. 

“I toured the province 
this summer and fall and 
saw first hand the devasta¬ 
tion facing the agricultural 
community,” says Lund. 
“More than 20 million acres 
were affected by drought 
while other areas have 
faced untimely rain and 
cutworm infestation. Frost 
and a cool growing season 
have also reduced yields 
and crop quality.” 

The immediate support 
package will have the fol¬ 
lowing components: 

• an Alberta Farm In¬ 
come Assistance Program 
(FIAP) supplement pay¬ 
ment of $6.00 per acre for 
all cultivated acres. This is 


in addition to the $4.29 
paid in March 2000 

• a new pasture compo¬ 
nent to FLAP will pay $2.00 
per acre on native pasture 

• beekeepers will be eli¬ 
gible for a payment under 
FIAP of $3.00 per regis¬ 
tered colony in 2000 

• a disaster loan pro¬ 
gram - the Alberta Farm 
Income Disaster Loan - will 
provide low interest loans 
with payment deferral to 
eligible farming operations 

• advanced payments of 
up to 50 percent of esti¬ 
mated payments under the 
Farm Income Disaster Pro¬ 
gram (FIDP) for the 2000 
crop year. 

“It is frustrating that 
the federal government has 
not responded adequately 
to our request for our share 
of the same assistance of¬ 
fered in this spring in Sas¬ 
katchewan and Manitoba,” 
adds Lund. “We have asked 
the federal government to 
treat Alberta’s producers 
equitably; to provide $103 
million to put us at par 
with the program provided 
in those provinces. We have 
also asked for a refund of 
the $77 million in crop 
reinsurance money that 
belongs to Alberta’s farm¬ 
ers, but so far, we have not 
had a satisfactory re¬ 
sponse.” 

Lund assures that the 
province will continue its 
efforts to work with the 
federal government to 
reach an agreement on the 
funding. 

Applicants under the 
FIAP program from March 
2000 will automatically re¬ 
ceive the additional $6 per 


acre payment within the 
next six weeks. More infor¬ 
mation about the program

Details of the Program 
Farm Income Assist¬ 
ance Program (FIAP) 
Supplement Payment 

The FIAP progam of 
March 14, 2000 provided 
$130 million to Alberta 
farmers, representing the 
40 per cent provincial share 
of the federal-provincial 
special funding program as 
offered in Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba. At the time, 
the Alberta goverment 
promised that any money 
received from the federal 
government would flow 
through to farmers. Work 
to reach an agreement on 
the federal funding issue 
continues, but since farm¬ 
ers are faced with an imme¬ 
diate cash flow problem, 
the provincial government 
chose to assist producers 
immediately.

Alberta Farm Income 
Disaster Program • 
Advanced payment 

The Farm Income Dis¬ 
aster Program (FIDP) pro¬ 
vides income support to 
actively farming producers 
when, for reasons beyond 
their control, there is an 
extreme reduction in farm 
income. Farmers may ap¬ 
ply for payment when their 
claim year program mar¬ 
gin (farm revenue minus 
eligible farm expenses) drop 
below 70 pier cent of his¬ 
torical average. The his¬ 
torical margin is calculated 
using the best three out of 
the past five years. 


In previous years, farm¬ 
ers had to file an income 
tax return prior to apply¬ 
ing under FIDP. To assist 
farmers with cash flow 
problems in the event of a 
severe income drop caused 
by adverse weather, dras¬ 
tic price declines and other 
causes, for the year 2000, 
farmers will be able to ap¬ 
ply for an advanced pay¬ 
ment of up to 50 per cent of 
the projected payment, 
prior to filing a tax return. 
In October 1999, signifi¬ 
cant changes were made to 
FIDP that will help with 
income shortfalls. 

• to be eligible, farmers 
must have completed at 
least six months of produc¬ 
tion in the claim year 

• crop producers can 
only apply after harvest 

• a short-term applica¬ 
tion has been developed to 
speed up processing for the 
advance payments 

• historical information 
for the previous five years 
must be provided 

• applications are avail¬ 
able at all Agriculture Fi¬ 
nancial Services Corpora¬ 
tion offices or by calling 1- 
800-851-5070 (toll free) 

• producers must com¬ 
plete a detailed program 
application following the 
end of their tax year and 
the filing of their tax re¬ 
turn for the respective year. 

FIDP is projected to pay 
out as much as $136 mil¬ 
lion to cover Year 2000 
income losses. There is no 
extra cost associated with 
the advance payment pro¬ 
vision beyond some minor 
additional administrative 
costs.

Best management practices for water AIDA initial 


In every town and 
farm across the Prairies, 
water is the one resource 
people depend on most. 
It is, therefore, critical 
that farmers use Best 
Management Practices 
(BMPs) to maintain this 
resource’s quality and 
sustainability, while us¬ 
ing it as wisely as possi¬ 
ble. 

Best Management 
Practices are practical 
ways of ensuring that 
risks to the environment 
as a result of farming 
operations are minimized 
without sacrificing the 
land’s economic produc¬ 
tivity. These tactics are 
used to help protect wa¬ 
ter, soil and air. 

The Prairie Farm Re¬ 
habilitation Administra¬ 
tion (PFRA) is currently 
involved in a series of 
research projects and 
studies focussed on wa¬ 
ter quality BMPs. From 
planting buffer strips 
around dugouts and aer¬ 
ating water, to monitor¬ 
ing wells and promoting 
the use of remote water¬ 
ing systems for livestock, 
PFRA’s research staff 
are helping producers 
keep their water healthy 
and in good supply. 

As with many projects 
PFRA is involved in, 
partnerships are the or¬ 
der of the day. A host of 
organizations, including 
the University of Sas¬ 
katchewan, Agriculture 
and Agri-Food Canada’s 
(AAFC) Research 
Branch, and Environ¬ 
ment Canada’s National 
Water Research Institute 
(NWRI) have taken roles 
in the various projects. 

Researchers at 
AAFC’s Research 
Branch recently began 
investigating ways to 
minimize pesticide drift 
from spray nozzles on 
farm equipment. Scien¬ 
tists are looking at dif¬ 
ferent nozzle designs that 
minimize the amount of 
pesticide that’s carried 
away by wind when ap¬ 
plied to fields. Pesticides 
lost to wind run the risk 
of contaminating sur¬ 
rounding water sources. 

“This is a two-year 


study,” explained Clint 
Hilliard, water quality 
specialist for PFRA. 

“The hope with this 
project and all others 
iike it is that we can com¬ 
municate the results to 
farmers and indicate 
what management prac¬ 
tices are best for water 
quality.” 

Another ongoing BMP 
research project involv¬ 
ing Environment Canada 
and PFRA is a study on 
how to minimize con¬ 
taminated runoff from 
fields, while using vari¬ 
ous tillage practices. Re¬ 
searchers are measuring 
the amounts of pesticides 
and fertilizers in runoff 
from conventional and 
reduced tillage systems 
while testing various 
amounts of inputs. Their 
goal is to establish effec¬ 
tive and environmentally 
sound practices. 

“It is common knowl¬ 
edge that zero till pro¬ 
tects soil from erosion,” 
Hilliard said. 

“The flip side of zero 
till is you have to use a 
lot of inputs - fertilizers 
and pesticides - to be suc¬ 
cessful, and the ques¬ 
tions become how much 
of the chemical runs off, 
and is poorer water qual¬ 
ity the cost of erosion 
control?” 

The BMPs of irrigated 
potato farming is an¬ 
other area Environment 
Canada and PFRA staff 
are investigating. Much 
like the tillage study, the 
goal is to establish an 
optimal amount of wa¬ 
ter, fertilizers and pesti¬ 
cides potatoes need to 
grow successfully, while 
preventing these chemi¬ 
cals from leaching into 
nearby water. This study 
is underway at the 
Canada-Saskatchewan 
Irrigation Diversifica¬ 
tion Centre (CSIDC) in 
Outlook. 

One of the biggest is¬ 
sues related to rural wa¬ 
ter quality on the Prai¬ 
ries is livestock. Cattle 
most commonly infect 
water supplies through 
direct access - drinking 
directly from a water 
source. This occurs at 


dugouts, streams and 
rivers. When cows en¬ 
ter a dugout to drink, 
the first area they affect 
is the vegetative strip 
surrounding it - the 
riparian area. By tram¬ 
pling and eating this 
zone bare, contami¬ 
nated runoff can easily 
enter the water and pol¬ 
lute the source. 

Defecation is another 
inevitable outcome of al¬ 
lowing cattle direct ac¬ 
cess in or near the wa¬ 
ter. 

This material, once 
in the water, contrib¬ 
utes to algae and plant 
growth, as well as in¬ 
troducing bacteria, vi¬ 
ruses and parasites. 
Remote watering sites 
are the most effective 
resolution to this prob¬ 
lem, giving a producer 
the ability to water his 
herd from a trough in 
the field, while keeping 
cattle away from dug- 
outs. 

PFRA staff are tak¬ 
ing a hands-on approach 
to this problem by dem¬ 
onstrating livestock wa¬ 
tering systems and rec¬ 
ommended dugout man¬ 
agement practices at the 
Western Beef Develop¬ 
ment Centre near 
Lanigan. 

“Agriculture can af¬ 
fect water quality, al¬ 
though we may argue 
about the size of the im¬ 
pact,” Hilliard said. “We 
are not about to stop 
farming, so we have to 
try and farm in a way 
that reduces the impact 
on water, and that’s 
what a BMP is.” 

Hilliard suggests 
that several agricul¬ 
tural practices can be 
effective at protecting 
water quality in Sas¬ 
katchewan. 

Hazardous materials 
on farms such as ma¬ 
nure, pesticides and fu¬ 
els can contaminate 
water if not stored and 
handled properly. 

Storage locations 
and structures should 
be properly built to pre¬ 
vent spills and leaks. 
Waste containers, when 
empty, should be rinsed 


and discarded at the near¬ 
est designated disposal 
site. 

Effective nutrient man¬ 
agement is pivotal to wa¬ 
ter quality. This means 
applying no more manure 
or manufactured fertilizer 
to a field than can be 
taken up by the crop. Even 
when not applied in ex¬ 
cess, plant nutrients can 
be blown and run off from 
fields to surface and 
groundwater with erod¬ 
ing soil. 

Soil conserving prac¬ 
tices are important BMPs 
that can minimize these 
losses.

payment increase 

Farmers can expect to receive bigger payments from 
the Agricultural Income Disaster Assistance (AIDA) 
program now that the number of program applicants 
is more certain and better estimates of program costs 
can be made. 

“In some areas of the country, they have been 
dealing with another tough crop year and prices for 
many products remain low, so this will be welcome 
news for farmers and their families,” said Agriculture 
and Agri-Food Minister, Lyle Vanclief. 

Initial payments were made to producers to ensure 
that payments did not exceed the 1999 AIDA program 
budget. Based on almost 48,000 applications received 
nationally at the September 29 deadline, the federal 
initial payment for individual claimants will now rise 
from 50 per cent to 80 per cent. Farmers who have 
already received an inital payment will receive an 
additional cheque to bring their payment level to 80 per 
cent payment level. 

Farmers who have not yet received an initial pay¬ 
ment will receive a cheque for the full 80 per cent 
payment level. Provinces that are not already paying 
the maximum of their 40 per cent share of program 
funding may also choose to increase the level which 
they are paying.
